Voters have twice approved $30 tabs, yet11

politicians are ignoring the voters' repeated, unambiguous mandate by12

imposing higher and higher vehicle taxes and fees, by inflating13

vehicles' values in order to extract artificially high amounts of14

revenue from taxpayers, and by ignoring the provisions of voter-15

approved initiatives.  It's not fair and it must stop.  As long as16

taxpayers must pay a huge general sales tax to buy a vehicle (meaning17

state and local governments receive huge windfalls of sales tax revenue18

LIMITING GOVERNMENT-IMPOSED CHARGES ON MOTOR VEHICLES10

BY BASING VEHICLE VALUATIONS ON LATEST PURCHASE PRICE, NOT THE11

ARTIFICIALLY INFLATED MANUFACTURER'S SUGGESTED RETAIL PRICE (MSRP)12

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 10.   A new section to chapter 82.44 RCW is added13

and reads as follows:14

A motor vehicle excise tax must be fairly calculated so the burden15

on vehicle owners is not artificially inflated.  For the purpose of16

determining a motor vehicle excise tax, any taxing district imposing a17

motor vehicle excise tax must set a vehicle's taxable value by using18

the depreciation schedule set forth by this section.  The taxable value19

depends on a vehicle's age (year of service) and base value which must20

be the latest purchase price of a vehicle.  The base value is used in21

combination with the depreciation schedule to calculate the tax.  This22

formula ensures a fair calculation of the tax.23

(1) For the purpose of determining the tax under this chapter, the24

value of a truck-type power or trailing unit, or motor vehicle,25

including a passenger vehicle, motorcycle, motor home, sport-utility26

vehicle, or light-duty truck shall be the latest purchase price of the27

vehicle, excluding applicable federal excise taxes, state and local28

sales or use taxes, transportation or shipping costs, or preparatory or29

delivery costs, multiplied by the following percentage based on year of30

service of the vehicle since last sale.  The latest purchase year shall31

be considered the first year of service.32

Year of Service Percentage

1 (new vehicles) 100%

2 75%

3 60%

4 50%
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5 40%

6 30%

7 20%

8 10%

9 and over 5%

(2) The reissuance of title and registration for a truck-type power1

or trailing unit or motor vehicle, including a passenger vehicle,2

motorcycle, motor home, sport-utility vehicle, or light-duty truck3

because of the installation of body or special equipment shall be4

treated as a sale, and the value of the truck-type power or trailing5

unit or motor vehicle, including a passenger vehicle, motorcycle, motor6

home, sport-utility vehicle, or light-duty truck at that time, as7

determined by the department from such information as may be available,8

shall be considered the latest purchase price.9

(3) If the value is unavailable or otherwise unascertainable at the10

time of initial registration in this state, the department shall11

determine a value equivalent to the latest purchase price as follows:12

(a) The department shall determine a value using any information13

that may be available, including any guidebook, report, or compendium14

of recognized standing in the automotive industry or the selling price15

and year of sale of the vehicle.  The department may use an appraisal16

by the county assessor.  In valuing a vehicle for which the current17

value or selling price is not indicative of the value of similar18

vehicles of the same year and model, the department shall establish a19

value that more closely represents the average value of similar20

vehicles of the same year and model.21

(b) The value determined in (a) of this subsection shall be divided22

by the applicable percentage listed in this subsection to establish a23

value equivalent to the purchase price.  The applicable percentage24

shall be based on the year of service of the vehicle for which the25

value is determined.26

(4) For purposes of this chapter, value shall exclude value27

attributable to modifications of a motor vehicle and equipment that are28

designed to facilitate the use or operation of the motor vehicle by a29

handicapped person.30

(5) For RCW 35.95A.130, the tax does not apply to year of service31

1 (new vehicles).  For all other taxing districts, including but not32

limited to taxing districts under RCW 81.104.160, the tax applies to33

year of service 1 through year of service 9 or older.34

Any governmental entity, including, but not9

limited to, any taxing district, agency, investment district, benefit10

district, or improvement authority that issues or has issued calleable11

bonds pledging a motor vehicle excise tax or vehicle fee and that tax12

or fee is repealed by a measure approved by a majority of voters at an13

election must retire the bonds within thirty days of the effective date14

of this act or the earliest retirement date permitted under the bond15

contract if the retirement of the bonds results in the reduction of16

government-imposed charges on motor vehicles.  Any governmental entity,17

including, but not limited to, any taxing district, agency, investment18

district, benefit district, or improvement authority that issues or has19

If, for any reason including, but not limited to,18

litigation, after the effective date of this act, a taxing district19

continues to collect tax revenue from a tax or fee that is repealed,20

reduced, or eliminated by this act, or any other act, the taxing21

district shall refund the entire tax or fee paid and pay 18% annualized22

interest (calculated from the effective date of this measure to the23

date the refunds are sent) on the refund amount due to vehicle owners.24
